ized existence. Thnt the gentlemen 
gathered In Paris have recognized 
their error Is apparent lu their present 
Imste to complete the pence treaty 
and have It signed. They will, accord- 
ing to reports ut the time of writing, 
Include In the treaty a formal state- 
ment concerning the lengue of nations, 
Localise Germany will lie required by 
the treaty to surrender her colonies 
to mandatories of the proposed 
league, hut It Is not unlikely that the 
adoption of the full constitution of the 
Icsgue will he deferred. The first 
treaty, which was being considered 
last week by Wilson, Lloyd George, 
t’leiueneenu and Orlando, It wns said, 
was sufficiently firm In Its terms to 
insure a lasting pence, would simplify 
the International food problem and 
pave the way for Industrial nnd 
financial reconstruction. The princi- 
pal alms of the proposals under con- 
sideration were: (1) To Insure ample 
security for the future protection of 
France, especially on her eastern 
frontier; (2) to establish a strong 
Duly, with a formidable northern har- 
rier against uggresslon ; (3) to create 
a strong Poland; (4) to found a lengue 
of nations pledged, on material as 
well as moral grounds, to the preser- 
vation of world peace. 

The “big four.” as they are called 
In Paris, were said to have decided to 
make iteuce with all four of the enemy 
nations at once. This plan presents 
some difficulties, one of the least of 
which Is the fact that the United. 
States never was at war with Turkey 
and Bulgaria. Most troublesome will 
he the fair assessment of the pre-war 
debts of those two nations and of 
Austria-Hungary among the various 
provinces, and the fixing of the 
boundaries th^v must- accept. 

It Is believe? Germany's new bound- 
aries have been virtually fixed by the 
peace delegates, though no announce- 
ment has been made. A financial 
commission has been working fast to 
se-ttle the reapportion incut of Ger- 
many's public debt, the Question of 


fuse to sign any trenty with the al- 
lies, If It survives. At the end of the 
week there were evidences that the 
allies were about to take decided ac- 
tion against the Hungarians. The 
French were urging that an army he 
sent to occupy territory between Rus- 
sia and Hungary, nnd General Mangln 
wns recalled from Mayence In this 
connection. Italian troops were re- 
ported to have occupied Pressburg, 
Hungary, only 3f5 miles from Vienna. 
Allied gunboats were hurriedly sent 
up the Danube for the purpose of pro- 
tecting the French and British mis- 
sions In Budapest. The members of 
those missions are believed to have 
escaped safely. 

Bela Hun, as foreign minister, Is 
bossing the bolshevlst Job In Buda- 
pest, and he and his associates are 
nationalizing everything and ordering 
the severest of pcnultles for any form 
of resistance. Count Karolyl Is vari- 
ously reported to lie executed and In 
prison. The outbreak of the revolu- 
tion In Hungary at this time Is as- 
cribed to the action of the French 
military mission in establishing a neu- 
tral zone between Itoumnnlu and Hun- 
gary In g way that led the Hungarians 
to believe their country was about to 
he dismembered. The Czecho-Slovnks, 
ft was understood, went Into uetton 
against t lie Hungarian bolshevlsts at 
once, some of their troops having cap- 
tured Raub, on the Danube, interrupt- 
ing communication between Budupest 
nnd Vienna. Large Hungarian cannon 
factories are situated In Ranh. The 
premier of Czecho- Slovakia. Dr. Karl 
Kramnrsz. now In Paris, declares Ids 
country Is too strong to yield to bol- 
shevik temptations, though he admits 
It is In dungerous proximity. If bol- 
shevism Is victorious In Russia, he 
predicts that country will inevitably 
fall under German Influence. 

Here Is a peculiar contradiction of 
opinions. For many months we have 
been assured that the one sure thing 
that would check the spread of the 
bolshevik poison, In Russia and else- 
where. was food; and consequently 
Mr. Hoover lias been making strenu- 
ous efforts to feed central Europe. 
Now an enterprising newspaper cor- 
respondent who has been long lu Rus- 
sia and la ut present In Petrograd, 


the policy of the nlllcs In Russia wns 
not “war” but a “pacifying” policy 
nnd designed to save Russia from the 
grip of Germany. 

The league of nations commission, 
with President Wilson In the chair, 
completed Its consideration of the 
covenant of the league Wednesday 
night. It wns turned over to a draft- 
ing committee which was to go over 
It carefully and return It to the com- 
mission for final consideration before 
It was reported to the executive com- 
mittee of the pence conference. Many 
proposed amendments to the original 
plan were considered, Including seven 
suggested by Charles E. Hughes and 
those drafted by former President 
Taft. It was understood that Mr. Wil- 
son hnd deferred the presentation of 
amendments safeguarding the Monroe 
doctrine and exempting domestic 
questions from the league’s Jurisdic- 
tion. No amendment bus been Incor- 
porated that specifically meets the de- 
mands of Jupun for recognition of the 
equality of nationals. 

Among the amendments adopted was 
one providing that the offices of the 
leugue are open to women as well as 
to men, anil one permitting the with- 
drawal of a member on two years’ 
notice, hut not until such member has 
filled Its International obligations. 

The Industrial situation In Great 
Britnln has been greatly alleviated by 
the report of the committee appoint- 
ed by the Industrial conference that 
met last February, consisting of thirty 
employers and thirty trades unionists. 
The committee recommends that a 
legHl muxliuuin working week of 48 
hours he established, that systematic 
overtime he discouraged and that 
legal time wage rates of universal ap- 
plicability he fixed. To meet the prob- 
lem of unemployment and the care of 
Ihe unemployed. It suggests state de- 
velopment of new Industries, the rais- 
ing of the age limit for child labor, 
more generous sick benefits and old 
age pensions. A national Industrial 
council of 400, and a standing com- 
mittee of SO are proposed. It Is be- 
lieved this plan, possibly with modifi- 
cations. will be adopted by the gov- 
eruiueuL 


ROOT FAVORS 
LEAGUE PLAN 

Covenant Is of Great Practical 
Power, But Should Be 
Amended 

DRAFTS SIX CHANGES 

Want* Arbitration Mime Compulsory 

— Insist* on Guarding Monroo 
Doctrine Some Imperfections 
in League. 

New York. — Elihu Root declared 
himself an advocate of the league of 
Nations covenant, made public by the 
peace conference, providing It Is 
amended primarily, by writing en- 
forcement clauses into the articles 
calling for arbitration and limitation 
of armaments, by restricting to five 
years the unanimous guaranty of the 
present political and territorial sta- 
tus of members and by protecting 
from non-American interference the 
I affairs of the American continents. 

He made his approval contingent 
also upon amendments assuring pe- 
riodic revision of International law 
and a general redrafting of the cove- 
nant In an atmosphere removed by 
several years from the Issues attend 
ant upon the settlement of a world 
war. To dispel doubt as to the 
right of withdrawal from the league, 
he favored specific reservation of this 
privilege to any signatory, coincident 
with or after the proposed redrafting 
conference. 

If these changes could be made, 
the former Secretary of State assert- 
ed, It would be "the clear duty” of 
the Fnited States to ent%r Into the 
league agreement In keeping with 
what he termed the apparent general 
desire of the American public that the 
country “do its full share toward the 
establishment of an effective interna- 


tional organization to preserve the 
peace of the world." 

Mr. Root reviewed the league pro- 
ject and proposed his amendments, 
six In number, In a letter to Will 
H. Hays, chairman of the Republi- 
can national committee which the lat- 
ter gave out for publication. The 
discussion was In response to a re- 
quest by the party leader, who advised 
the former Cabinet member and Sen- 
ator that citizens in the Republican 
ranks “determined to do all that can 
possibly be done toward the mainte- 
nance of peace without sacrificing our 
own supreme nationalism,” and seek- 
ing “the best Judgment” to aid them 
In reaching a conclusion would appre- 
ciate a study of the covenant from 
Mr. Root. 

Mr. Root proposed that the Monroe 
Doctrine — “the United Stales’ tradi- 
tional attitude toward purely Ameri- 
can questions” — be withdrawn from 
“decisions or recommendations of 
other powers" In a paragraph inserted 
in the league constlutlon Immediately 
before the signature of the American 
delegates. He based Is suggestion 
upon America’s contemplated en- 
trance into the league, not because of 
any need of old world aid in preserv- 
ing peace in the western hemisphere 
but In compliance with the request of 
the “peaceable nations” of Europe 
(bat the United States place its pow- 
er and Influence behind theirs to les- 
sen the possibility of wars “In their 
part of the world.” 

Without such an amendmeet, he 
contended, “surrender of the Monroe 
Doctrine Is Inevitable” under the 
terms of the covenant. 

The league’s provision for compul- 
sory International conferences on po- 
litical questions in timee of danger 
was classed by the former secretary 
a* “a great step forward." Hut the 
scheme was not carried far enough, he 
said. It should not merely suggest, 
but compel arbitration of all Justice* 
ble questions, including those affect- 
ing honor and excluding only those 
of pollcq or politics. He added that 
the drafters of the league plan, lu 
leaving to disputants the privilege of 
submitting to arbitration questions 
“which they recognize as suitable for 
jut fission” had eel the entire subject 


of arbitration “buck where It was 26 
years ago.” 

“Instead of perfecting and putting 
‘teeth’ into the system of arbitration 
provided for by the Hague conven- 
tions," he stated, "they have thrown 
those conventions upon the scrap 
heap." He cited the efforts of tne 
Grant, Arthur, Harrison, Cleveland, 
McKinley, Roosevelt and Taft admin- 
istrations to advance the cause of ar- 
bitration and confessed he could not 
without protest "see thej udgment of 
three generations of the wisest and 
best of American statesmen, con- 
curred In by the wisest and best of 
oar allies, thus held for naught." 

Make Disarmament Effective. 

Along with compulsory arbitration 
Mr. Root urged adoption of the sug- 
gestion of I^eon Bourgeois of the 
French peace delegation that the 
league be given powers of Inspection 
and verivcatlon to make effective the 
proposed general agreement for re- 
duction of armaments (o the lowest 
point consistent with the national 
safety of each member. Without a 
weapon such as this, he claimed, the 
disarmament commission would be 
belplestt against "some nations whose 
public officers would regard It as a 
duty to conceal and mislead. ” and the 
whole effort to secure future peace 
would “go for nothing." 

The former Senator advocated def- 
inite arrangements In the covenant 
for keeping international law up to 
dale, and for revision of the Instru- 
ment Itself, by provision for a con- 
ference of the signatory powers ou 
the former subject within two to five 
years, and on the latter question five 
to 10 yesrs hence. One of the 
league’s weaknesses. In Its present 
draft, he declared, wa- in failure to 
assure perpetuatlou of the progress of 
present and past general Ions in the 
! development and application of lnter- 
! ualional law. He saw the organlza- 
| tion in the Immediate future In the 
light of "an alliance of approximately 
I one-half the active world against or 
I for the control of the other half.”

Two Klnda Which Differ Widely and 
Each of Which la Worthy of 
Careful Conalderatlon. 

For ninny years It hns been n ctis 
tom with most people to plant trees 
without regard to the ultlmnte pur- 
pose they would serve. Little thought 
hns been given ns to the most suitable 
varieties for plnntlng, or that there 
might bo sections along the roadway 
where It would be of ndvnntngc to cut 
the existing trees, nnd In this wny 
make the roadside scenery more In- 
teresting nnd attractive. A closer 
study of the problem, however, shows 
that we have two distinct types of 
roadside scenery. The first may be 
said to be where the trees, shrubs, 
buildings, and other objects that bor- 
der the highway form the element of 
the picture, with the roadway ns n 
central feature. Many places along the 
roadside hove no Inducements what- 
ever ns to special attractiveness, nnd, 
In fact, the scenery may he of n de- 
cidedly monotonous character. It Is In 
such n place that wo may feel nt lib- 
erty to plnnt according to the so-called 
elosed type. 

The second type can he used where 
the wide meadows, fields, nnd distant 
landscape compose the picture, with 
the roudslde trees as frames. Exam- 
ples of this type may he found In many 
sections of the stnte, where beautiful 
vistas could he enhanced by the pres- 
ence of suitable shade trees. In ninny 
eases, trees nlong the highway form 
screens so ns to hrenk up tbe long 
stretches of views nlong openings here 
nnd there which make more attractive 
the roadside scenery. — Chicago 
Tribune.

To the 
pencil sirup add enough boiling water 
to make three cupfuls, heat to the 
boiling point, add the soaked tnplocn, 
ot.e-hnlf cupful of sugar, onc-half ton- 
siKinnfnl of salt nnd cook until trans- 
parent. line a pudding dish with the 
poaches, fill with tapioca, nnd bnke In 
moderate oven thirty minutes. Cool 
nnd serve with cream nnd sugar. 

Potato Salad. — Cut boiled potatoes 
In one-linlf Inch cubes ; there should be 
one nnd one-half cupfuls. Add three 
hard cooked eggs chopped, one nnd 
one-half tablespoonfuls of chopped 
pimento and onc-half tnblesponful of 
chopped onion. Moisten with crenm 
salad dressing nnd serve on lettuce. 

Chocolate Souffle. — Melt two tnhle- 
spoonfuls of butter, odd two table- 
spoonfuls of flour, nnd three-fourths of 
n cupful of milk. Bring to the boiling 
point. Melt one nnd one-half squares 
of chocolate, add one-tlilrd of a cupful 
of sugar nnd two tnblespoonfuls of 
hot water; stir until smooth. Combine 
mixtures nnd add the yolks of three 
eggs beaten thick ; then add one-lialf 
tenspoonful of vanilla nnd the whites 
of three eggs beaten stiff. Turn Into a 
buttered baking dish nnd hake In a 
moderate oven thirty minutes. 

Quick Dinner Biscuits. — Mix and sift 
one nnd one-half cupfuls of pastry 
flour, three nnd one-hnlf tenspoonfuls 
of baking powder nnd three-fourths of 
a tenspoonful of salt. Work In three 
tablespoonfuls of lard, add one-third 
of n cupful each of water and milk. 
Drop by spoonfuls In hot buttered iron 
gem pans and hake in a hot oven fif- 
teen minutes.

0 Cut chicken in pieces, 
senson with salt, roll In 
flour, egg crumbs nnd 
fry In butter until tender. 
Fry five minutes, three 
tablespoonfuls of butter 
and one tahlespoonful 
each of chopped ham, carrot and 
onion ; add three tablespoonfuls of 
flour, one-hnlf cupful of tomatoes, one 
cupful of chicken stock, two cloves, 
one-half teaspoonful of salt, one-eighth 
teaspoonful of pepper and one-fourth 
tenspoonful of paprika. Simmer ten 
minutes, rul) through a sieve, add two 
tnhlespoonfulg of fruit Juice nnd cook 
five minutes. Pour sauce around the 
chicken nnd serve. 

Lemon Pie. — Mix one cupful of sugnr 
nnd three tablespoonfuls of flour; udd 
three tablespoonfuls of lemon Juiee, 
the yolks of two eggs slightly beaten, 
one cupful of milk, one tublespoonful 
of melted butter and lightly fold In 
the stiffly beaten whites with u pinch 
of salt. Bake in one crust. 

Escalloped Tomatoes. — Remove the 
whole tomntoes from a quart can. 
Season with snlt, pepper onion Juice 
nnd a teaspoonful of sugar. Cover the 
bottom of a baking dish with half a 
cupful of crumbed and buttered bread ; 
cover with tomatoes then with more 
crumbs. Bake In a hot oven until 
the crumbs are brown. 

Hongroise Potatoes. — Parboil three 
cupfuls of half-inch cubes of potutoes 
three minutes and drain. Add one- 
third of a cupful of butter uud cook 
on the hack part of the range until 
slightly brown. Melt two tahles|g*on- 
fuls of butter, udd a few drops of 
onion Juice, two tablespoonfuls of 
flour and pour on gradually one cuj>- 
ful of hot milk. Season with salt and 
paprika, then udd one egg yolk. Pour 
the sauce over the potatoes and sprin- 
kle with finely chopped parsley. 

Lemon Cream* Sherbet. — Mix one 
anil oue-hulf cupfuls of sugar with 
three-fourihs cupful of lemon Juice, 
add two cupfuls of milk and two cup- 
fuls of thin cream, a few grains of 
salt. Freeze as usual. A little grated 
rind may be cooked in a tublespoon- 
ful or two of water nnd added for a 
higher flavor If desired. 

Any fruit Juice with a bit of lemon 
Juice to add zest with thin cream or 
top milk, makes a tine sherbet. Grape 
Juice is especially fine.

The enrly spring greens that nre 
found in various localities nre what Is 

needed to purify 

cooked as one does 
asparagus. Dock leaves, mustard, 
sorrel, nre all pnlntnhle when served 
In snlnds or as greens. 

Dandelion greens are growing In 
popularity for canning for winter use. 
They must he canned when very ten- 
der, ns we like them for greens. Wash 
and thoroughly clean them, then let 
them simmer In boiling water to cover 
for five minutes, then drain nnd pack 
as closely ns possible In a mason Jar, 
adding a tenspoonful of salt to a quart 
of the greens. Fill the can with boil- 
ing water nnd screw down the top 
which has been furnished with a good 
rubber, not tight hut close enough so 
that the lid mny be lifted without 
coming off. Set Into a holler of Doll- 
ing water and Doll for two hours, then 
remove the can nnd seal perfectly 
tight. 

Beet tops when young may he canned 
for winter use. adding a few of the 
small beets as one does when serving 
them ns greens. These are processed 
in the same manner as the dande- 
lions. A housewife may put up a can 
or two of greens quite often, just pre- 
paring u few more Ilian Is needed for 
the table and process them In a kettle 
Instead of u boiler. Spinach and swIss 
chard grow so easily In the home gar- 
den nnd while It Is crisp and tender 
a few cans may he put away for the 
winter. A good combination that U 
recommended for young children Is 
spinach, a carrot or two In the can, 
one onion and a stalk or two of celery, 
canned as usual.

The American Y. M. C. A. at Its 
own request has been relieved of Its 
work In maintaining the post ex 
changes with the American army 
Correspondence has been exchanged 
between Oen. Pershing and E. C. Car 
tar. In charge of Y. M. G. A. with the 
army, resulting in this decision. Mr 
Carter wrote to Oen. Pershing as fob 
lows: 

Dear Oan. Pershing: A year and a 
half ago you requested the Y. M. C. 
A. to undertake the operation of post 
exchanges for the American Rxped! 
tlonary Force in order that "officers 
nnd enlisted men may not be taken 
nwny for that purpose from tholr 
paramount military functions of 
training nnd lighting.’’ 

"As soon as hostilities ceased we 
raised with you the question of 
whether the time had not conic for 
the Y. M. C. A. to lio relieved of tho 
operation of post exchanges, in view 
of the fact that thoro wan no longer 
the same pressing demand on the 
man power of the army for training 
Riid fighting. When we first raised 
the question it did not appear to you 
that It was feasible In the best Inter- 
ests of maximum servlco to tho army 
that change he made. Now tho situa- 
tion Is materially altered. 

Needed In Other Work. 

Recent genera) orders from main 
headquarters and requests from large 
numbers of commanding officers may 
have laid on tho Y. M. C. A Increased 
responsibilities in promoting educa- 
tional, athletic and entertainment ac- 
tivities In the American Expedi- 
tionary Force. This Is placing a rap- 
idly Increasing burden on our per- 
sonnel. The army also la now pre- 
paring for tho delivery of all supplies 
for the post exchanges which hereto- 
fore have been imported, manufac- 
tured and delivered by the Y. M. 0. A. 

In view of the changed situation, I 
wish to know whether you do not 
think It would be possible for the 
army at a very early date to Resume 
full responsibility for the mainte- 
nance of the post exchanges through- 
out the American Expeditionary 
Force. 

Gen. Pershing replied as follows: 

"My Dear Mr. Carter— I have re- 
ceived your letter of January 29 aak- 
lng whether In view of the present 
changed situation It would be pos- 
sible for the army to assume full re- 
sponsibility for the maintenance of 
post exchanges throughout the Amer- 
ican Expeditionary Force. 

Gen. Perching Consents. 

As^ou correctly state, the Y. M. CL

Nearly 2,000 men were let go at 
the Fort* Rl vpr shipyards. There 
are only a few freight ships on 
the ways. The cancelling of the 
orders for the building of the im- 
mense battle cruiser that had beon 
laid down deprived the yards of a 
lot of immediate work. 

Orders to stop work on all battle 
cruisers under construction in the 
various shipyards of the country 
were issued a few weeks ngo by 
Sec. of the Navy Daniels, Just 
prior to his trip to Europe. De- 
ductions made by Naval officers 
from the few aea fights of the 
World War caused the Navy De- 
partment to call a halt In the build- 
ing of this type of warship. 

It is thought, however, work on 
the 32,000 ton ship will not be 
stopped altogether. Shipbuilders 
nn* hopeful that when the Naval 
experts and Mr. Daniels obtain the 
information they are se«king in 
Europe, n new type of ship will 
rise on the keel blocks laid down 
for these cruisers.

Oepends Altogether on Power of 
Giving Wealth. 


That It Why the Fertile Acres of West- 
ern Canada, With Adjacent Mar- 
kets, Are So Attractive 
to Settlers. 

Throughout every portion of the 
Western Empire lands that are enpnble 
of producing are In groat demand. 
We find that In the States of proved 
agricultural wealth, land prices have 
Increased within the • past three or 
four yenrs to n degree thnt ten years 
ago would not have been thought to 
be possible.

It Is not more thnn n third of a 
century since ninety per cent of 
the lnnd In Western Canada, now oc- 
cupied and tilled, nnd producing 
enough In one yonr to give a profit 
of from twenty-five to thirty dollars 
per ncre, was unoccupied or used ns 
grazing lnnd, nnd worth very little. 
These lands today are valuable, nnd 
are being sought by settlers who real- 
ize their present nnd future value. 
There Is no portion of the world thnt 
is attracting the same attention. Tlio 
soil mny hnve Improved In the past 
centuries with the fertilizing given it 
by nature; the climate has not 
changed, nnd the moisture mny bo 
considered the same. These are three 
of the essentials of good lnnd. What 
they lacked a third of n century ago 
was markets — a fourth essential. 
These they hnve now. Thus provided, 
It Is not to be wqndered nt that these 
millions of acres with their great 
wealth, which hnve so long been await- 
ing the awakening touch of mankind, 
are now to be found adding to the 
available wealth of the world.

METAL TICKETS 

It is announced that the Day 
State Street Railway Company plans 
•o substitute metal tickets for the 
7c paper tickets now being used 
about the middle of the week. 

This is part of a comprehensive 
plan to have every car on the 
system equipped with a fare box 
and to have the tickets which are 
now a large part of the revenue 
in such form that they may be 
placed in the fare box. 

Quincy is the third city on. the 


system to use these tickets and 
Superintendent Phelan says that 
plans have already been made to 
equip all cars with registering fare 
boxes the same as are now being 
| used on the Nepousel-3hipvard 
j route. On the curs now being 
equipped for prepayment operation 
I the fare boxes will be located cm 
the inside of the car close to the 
door and to the right as the pass- 
enger enters. 

The metal ticketB are convenient 
in size and of attractive appearance 


being slightly smaller than a 1 dime 
and made of liberty silver. They 
are easily distinguished from coins 
by the perforations which leave a 
bar across the centre.. On ouc 
side are the words “Bay State" -and 
on the other side "City Zone" Fare 
District 2 and will be good in all 
cities South of Boston. 

When tiie metal tickets are put 
into service it is planned lo abolish 
the ticket boxes for the paper 
1 tickets now attached to the fare 
| box. Passengers on boarding the 


car will deposit in the fare box 
ait her a 10c fare or one of the new' 
7c metal tickets. Conductors will 
handle only paper tickets and trans 
fers. 

The use of these new tickets 
will make uu change in the rate 
of fare. Five of them will be sold 
for 35c which is the same rate as 
for the present tickets. It is simply 
a change to u more modern anil 
convenient form of tickets and is 
better adapted to prepayment 
fare collections.

NEWS REVIEW OF 
CURRENT EVENTS 

Effects of German Protests and 
Threats Seen in Doings of 
the Treaty Makers. 

WILSON URGING MORE SPEED 


.Advisability of Coming to Terms With 

Hungary and Russia Seriously Con- 
sidered — Counter-Revolution 

Against Bolshevism — Bloody 
Strike Riots In Ger- 
man Cities. 

By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 

Prodded by the public opinion of 
•noBt of the world, and particularly by 
the Insistence of President , Wilson, 
the peace delegates in Paris speeded 
tip their work last week and really ac- 
complished something. Mr. Wilson, it 
was reliably reported, told them that 
If results were not forthcoming soon 
he might reveal to the public the real 
causes of the deluy, and Just before 
that he Issued a statement denying 
that the discussions over the league 
of nations were to blame In that re- 
spect. No one nation, said Mr. Wil- 
son, was solely to be blamed for hold- 
ing np the peace treaty, but dispatches 
from Parts make It fairly clear that 
many of the hitches have been due to 
the disparity between what the French 
demand and what the Americans, 
Sometimes birthed by the British, are 
willing to Impose on the conquered 
Germans 

If present Indications go for any- 
thing, those same beaten Huns are 
going to come out of the peace con- 
ference in fairly good shape. The “Big 
Four” last week concerned themselves 
mainly with the major questions of 
reparation, the west bank of the 
Rhine. Danzig and the Italian frontier. 
Unofficially, Germany has been taking 
part in the conference, and Its argu- 
ments, presented by public officials, 
the national assembly and the press, 
seem to be having decided effect. 
Though France still asserts thnt the 
Hnns should be required to pay the 
last penny that can be got out of 
Ihero, and In this are supported by the 
public opinion of most of the civilized 
world, the peace delegates, Influenced 
apparently by the American represen- 
tatives, have been scaling down the 
amount of Indemnity more and more 
until the prediction now Is that it will 
be less than $20,000,000,000. How 
Germany shall pay and how long a 
time shall be given her proves so com- 
plicated a question that It was consid- 
ered probable last week that all that 
will be left for decision by a commis- 
sion after peace has been declared. 
Germany has £ gold reserve of more 
than $500,000,000, and likely a part of 
this will be demanded as a cash pay- 
ment to be disbursed in the devastated 
regions of Belgium and France. 

When the matter of the Rhineland 
was taken up the effect of the German 
protests again was evident. It was 
virtually decided that there shull be 
no buffer republic on the left bank of 
the Rhine, but that that region shall 
t»e neutralized and policed by allied 
troops until the Indemnities are paid; 
that the Saar coal busin shall not be 
.allotted to France, but shall remain 
xn/dt-r German sovereignty, though its 
products shall go to the French for a 
certain period of years. It ts presumed 
Shut French and Belgian troops would 
hold the left bank of the Rhine, since 
the British have insufficient forces for 
the purpose and America does not * 
•wish to leave any soldiers in Europe 
after fbe treaty Is signed. King Al- 
bert el Belgium went to Paris lust 
week, probably to discuss bis coun- 
try’s atour.- in tills occupation. He 
called an Colonel House and President 
Wilsuft.

Juik the dispute concerning Danzig. 
Tbe alib-K wished to have General Hal- 
irr and his Polish divisions landtd at 
Khat port and the German » declared 
Kfcay could not penult it; and the ulti- 
mate to te of Danzig was involved in 


the matter. Before Foch had begun 
his negotiations a correspondent in 
Paris cabled that the "Big Fotir" had 
decided that Danzig should be mnde 
n free port, and added thnt It was re- 
ported the disposition of the Vistula 
valley would he left to a plebiscite. 

A Rome paper nsserted that the 
Italian frontier question hud been set- 
tled favorably to Italy by the peace 
delegates. 

The Infrequent communiques of the 
pence conference ure about as inter- 
esting ns excerpts from an almanac, 
and less informative. Cue bit of news 
was given out — the fact thnt General 
Smuts had been dispatched to Hun- 
gary to study the ‘situation there. This 
did not please the Paris press, which 
saw in It only another delay. It had 
been hoped that General Mangln 
would be sent cast to deni with the 
Hungarians. Official advices from 
Budapest ^were to the effect that the 
new soviet government was establish- 
ing Itself and maintaining order, and 
that it was disposed to make large 
concessions to the allies In return for 
food nnd fuel. It was supposed 
Smuts would open negotiations for 
an amicable agreement. Bela Kun and 
his associates insist their government 
is communistic rather than bolshevis- 
tic. The fact remains that Kun is in 
constant communication with Lenlne, 
whose secretary he formerly was. 

The allied delegates also were said 
to be considering the advisability of 
coming to an understanding with the 
Russian soviet government and Der- 


Evldently the Huns do not Intend the 
Poles shnll find anything of value left 
In this territory If they are awarded 
It by the pence conference. It Is a 
case of Belgium aud northern Frnnce 
over again. 

Agnln setting out to overthrow the 
Ebert government, the Spnrtacnns and 
minority socialists of Germany have 
started general strikes in Berlin, 
Frankfort, Stuttgnrt nnd other cities. 
Bloody riots ensued In some plnces, 
notably Frankfort, where several hun- 
dred persons were reported to have 
been killed. Ten thousand workmen 
there paraded tiie streets and looted 
a great warehouse that was full of 
foodstuffs and then battled with the 
government forces sent against them. 
The Gerinun troops opposite the Cob- 
lenz bridgehead occupied by the Amer- 
icans were moved toward Frunkfort, 
after permission was obtained from 
the French military authorities in the 
Mayence bridgehead zone to enter the 
disturbed city. The streets of Stutt- 
gnrt were filled with great crowds and 
witli troops nnd there was much 
shooting; the government, at last ac- 
counts, was master of the situation 
there. Martial law was proclaimed 
throughout the entire Rhineland. The 
strikers demanded that Germany re- 
sume diplomatic relations with Rus- 
sia at once. In Berlin, though the 
leaders of organized labor were sup- 
porting the government, more than 
150,000 workers were out by Thurs- 
day night and more struck later. Reu- 
ter’s correspondent in Berlin says 
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work Id other countries. All this, it 
was reported, sounded good to the 
j>ence-mnkers In view of the threats of 
Germany to form an alliance with Rus- 
sia or to allow Itself to “go bolshevik" 
if the terms of the treaty should not 
be to their liking. Meanwhile the 
soviet troops of Russia were very busy 
carrying out their threat to start ma- 
jor operations on all fronts as soon as 
the weather permitted. They began a 
rather formidable Invasion of East 
Prussia and were met there by a Ger- 
man army which has been organized 
by Von Hlndenhurg. They continued 
their operations in the south and made 
repeated and heavy attacks on the 
allied forces in the Archangel region. 
There, however, they had little suc- 
cess. But thnt the northern Russian 
situation is considered serious by the 
allies is evidenced by the fact thnt the 
British government announced that re- 
enforcements would immediately fol- 
low the American troops then on the 
way to North Russia. 

Official Russian wireless messages 
that came from Petrograd Thursday 
may change the Russian 8ituation ma- 
terially. They told of an antl-bolshe- 
vlst strike of the railway and trans- 
port men which had stopped communi- 
cations and prevented the city from 
getting any bread. Other dispatches 
said the menshevlkl and social revolu- 
tionaries had actually started a revolt 
against the bolshevik regime and thut 
Lenlne and Trotzk.v had come to u 
definite break over the former’s insist- 
ence on some sort of a treaty with 
, England. France and the United 
States. Trotzky. of course, holds the 
military control, and he Is regarded as 
In a stronger position than Lenlne, es- 
pecially so long as he can provide his 
troops with sufficient food. 

Interesting If not important Is the 
Intercepted wireless message from 
Tchltcherin. Russluu foreign minister, 
to Bela Kun of Uuugury. saying; 

"The revolutionary movement cer- 
tainly Is gaining In America. Ameri- 
can newsitapers say the states of New 
York. Pennsylvania, Indiana, Illinois 
and Michigan are especially impreg- 
nated by bolshevism. A riot has taken 
place in Philadelphia, which certainly 
roust be attributed to bolshevist iutlu- 


Poland la sending distress calls be- 
cause of the actions of Von Hludeu- 
burg’s army in eastern Germany 
These troops, besides combating tbe 
advancing Russians, are said to be pil- 
laging upper Silesia, destroying its 
Industries systematically and taking 
away everything from the factories. 


the way of food. The people assert 
that the only way the poor can be per- 
suaded of the fallacy of bolshevism la 
by giving them liberal food rations, 
especially meat, bread and fats. The 
correspondent quoted said there was 
much talk of the imminence of a new 
coup. 

The evident aim of the Rpartacans 
was to upset or greatly disturb the 
government before the meeting of the 
soviet congress, called for this week. 
This assembly is fraught with peril 
for Ebert and his associates, for the 
delegates may not take at its face 
value Bcheldemann’s promise that the 
soviet principle shall be “anchored 
firmly" in the constitution. 

The covenant of the league of na- 
tions was completed last week and 
submitted by the drafting committee 
to the commission. Whut was done 
with the various amendments suggest- 
ed was not announced. Organized la- 
bor In Great Britain at Its national 
conference adopted resolutions de- 
manding that the league plan be in- 
corporated in the peace treaty and 
proposing certain changes in the cove- 
nant. It asked that the principle of 
self-determination be extended to all 
colonies and dependencies, which, of 
course, would Include India, Egypt 
and presumably Ireland ; it also asked 
that conscription be definitely prohib- 
ited unci that the principle of univer- 
sal military training and service be 
adopted In its stead. This will be of 
interest to union labor of the United 
Stutes, which always hus fiercely op- 
posed anything like universal military 
training. 

From far-off Abyssinia comes news 
of two revolts aguinst the government, 
one headed by a grandson of King Jo- 
hannes 11. who died in 1889, and the 
other by the governor of Dedluzmach, 
wherever thut may be. It ts suld the 
Abyssinian government will send a j 
delegation to Purls to ask for the ad- | 
mission of the country to the league 
of nations. Spain also has announced 
Its adherence to the league when it la 
constituted.

The Massachusetts State Board of 
Education has notified Ijswrence that 
it will reimburse the city to the 
amount of $8213,59 as the State’s part 
of the expense in conducting the lo- 
cal Industrial 8chool from Sept. 1, 
1917, to Aug. 31, 1918. 

Fred Liberty of Newburyport 
caught the first salmon In Sebago lake 
this season, getting a two-pounder 
the other day. Mason Gray of Cam- 
bridge landed two of the fish also, the 
larger weighing four and one-half 
pounds. The largest crowd of fish- 
ermen In years is at the lake. 

The number of textile workers on 
strike at the mills in Lawrence is be- 
tween 4000 and 5000, according to an 
announcement by H. L. Sherman, 
chairman of the community and labor 
board of the citizens’ committee. His 
figures showed a total of 24,659 per- 
sons now employed in the industry. 

Half the cost or the municipally 
owned street railroad to Briggs Cor- 
ner will be borne by the abutters. 
This amount is $13,000 and a plan 
based on valuation of property and 
frontage on the road was presented 
by the special committee to the Attle- 
boro Council. The abutters will pay 
In 10 annual Installments. 

The Whitman. Mass, board of se-

Cylinder Walla and Platon Ring* Will 

Score, Causing Lota of Comprea* 
alon and Power— •Knocking 
Alao la Warding. 

"The man who speeds his motor to 
the limit little renllr.es the danger In- 
volved," says William H. Stewart, Jr. 
"If the cooling system proves eqnnt 
to the extra work, well and good, hut 
If anything falls the engine Is In dan- 
ger of ruin. Of course this will not 
happen without some preliminary 
symptom of trouble. The radiator 
will steam slightly at first, but If this 
warning slgnul Is disregarded nhd the 
motor la still forced ahead tho cylin- 
der wnlls and piston rings will score, 
causing loss of compression and pow- 
er. Bnt this cannot continue long be- 
fore the piston seizes and the motor 
stalls and cannot be cranked. If this 
happens while the engine Is being 
run at a rapid rnte the fly wheel will 
be unable to free tho piston. The re- 
sult will be to twist the ernnk-shnft 
out of true, wreck a few bearings 
and crack the crank case. This is a 
permanent Injury which can only he 
remedied nt considerable expense. So 
do not disregard the warning given 
you by the radiator. 

“Occasionally an engine Is overheat- 
ed without dblng all the harm men- 
tioned above. In thnt case It develops 
a peculiar knock. This is caused by 
the piston and pnrts of the cylinder 
becoming red hot and so prelgnltlng 
the charge of gasoline vapor In the 
cylinders. As this explosion stnrts 
before the piston readies top dend 
center It hns a tendency to reverse 
the direction of the piston, causing n 
knock. On hearing this the careful 
motorist retards the spark to see If It 
Is caused by having the spark too 
far advanced. If the knock contin- 
ues lie opens the switch, hut the en- 
gine keeps running. It Is running by 
self-ignition; that is, the overheated 
parts fire the charge without the elec- 
tric system. This is a perplexing 
problem when It first occurs, but un- 
der the circumstances throw out the 
clutch, place gears in high speed, ap- 
ply foot brake, then engage the clutch. 
This stalls engine. It will also help 
if spark is retarded and throttle clos- 
ed. So heed the warning given you 
by^stenm from radiator and favor the 
motor until the steaming has stopped.” 

GREASE IS BAD FOR RUBBER 

Oil Acts as a Solvent and Destroys the 
Material — Use Rag Saturated 
With Gasoline. 

Almost every car owner today knows 
that oil or grease is very had for rub- 
ber, acting as a solvent and destroy- 
ing the material. Wheu grease or oil 
gets on the casing either of them can 
be removed by a rug saturated with 
gasoline. While gasoline is a form of 
oil It evaporates so rapidly that when 
used in small quantities it does not 
barm the rubber.

CAMP DEVENS 

Fully 5000 Automobiles Were 
Parked — Sanitary Plant 
Brea s Record. 

MEN IN TENTS AND BARRACKS 

Demobilization of the 26th Division 

Will Begin April 28th and it it 
Estimated All May Be Dis- 
charged by May 3rd. 

Camp Devens, Mass. — Hundreds of 
returned members of the hero 26th 
division enjoyed a real home-coming 
Sunday. Thousands came to camp 
to see their soldier relatives and for 
the most part succeeded. 

The 101st regiment of engineers 
and the 104th regiment of infantry 
completed their period in the best 
billets and moved over to their per- 
manent quarters. They were visited 
here by great crowds. There were at 
least 6000 automobiles in camp, and 
half of these were parked around the 
regimental area of the two units out 
of quarantine. 

The 101st regiment of Infantry 
came into camp with the smooth pre- 
cision of well-ordered rail transporta- 
tion. Col. Logan arrived with the last 
of his men. Regimental headquarters 
had already been established tem- 
porarily and the famous regiment be- 
gan to make itself comfortable in 
tenU' and barracks. 

Following close after the 101st 
came the 103d infantry and this too, 
^^swell established hours before 
of the companies of 
acb regiment were placed in tents and 
some In barracks. The medical de- 
tachment, headquarters, supply, nia- 
chlne gun companies and companies, 
A, L and M were put in barracks 


just vacated by the 104th Infantry. 
Companies B to K went into tents 
vacated by the 101st engineers. 

Four companies of the 103d were 
placed in barracks — headquarters, 
supply company, medical detachment 
and machine gun company. The in- 
fantry companies were placed under 
canvas. Company C. of the 101st 
engineers arrived and went into bar- 
racks. About half of the division is 
in camp tonight. The machinery for 
the billeting of the division has 
picked up a speed far in excess of the 
expectations of the military authori- 
ties. The first 22 hours’ operation of 
the sanitary process plant made a 
record of 2936 and for the entire 24 
hours approximated 3200 men and 300 
officers. 

This iB the highest record ever 
reached in this country and is great- 
er than that on record at demobiliza- 
tion camps at the port of embarka- 
tion. New York. At this rate the di- 
vision will have been put through the 
sanitary process several dayB sooner 
than anticipated. The announcement 
that the parade will be held in Bos- 
ton on April 25 had a wonderful 
effect on soldiers who believed it 
would not take place until 10 days 
later. It is now believed that a larg- 
er percentage of soldiers from outside 
New England will want to postpone 
their transfers to other camps for dis- 
charge until after the great celebra- 
tion and welcome. 

Demobilization of the 26th division 
will begin April 28, when the first 
members will be discharged, and it is 
estimated that the entire division 
may be discharged by Saturday night. 
May S. 

For those who could not obtain 
passes or whose relatives were not 
among the visitors, the telegraph 
wires bore the first affectionate greet- 
ings to and fro. There were 8000 
messages dispatched during the day. 
Platforms were placed over the fences 
around fire hydrants, where tele- 
grams were distributed and accepted 
for delivery. In this way the soldiers 
were able to communicate without 
delay. In like manner the telephone 
company rendered noble service by 
handling hundreds of toll calls from 


al parts of the country for the re- 
turned men. 

The 101st Infantry was more than 
welcomed; It was worshipped by the 
visitors who crowded around the rest 
billets. Col. Edward L. Logan seemed 
to be known by everybody, and wher- 
ever he went scores pressed through 
the crowds of soldiers and officers to 
clasp his hand. 

FOREIGN-BORNS MAKE BIG 
PLEDGE. 

New York. — Representatives of 29 
racial divisions, comprising 42 na- 
tionaltles, packed a theatre here 
Sunday for an "Americans-all mani- 
festation” to demonstrate that they 
were “for America first, last and all 
the time.’’ 

Pledges to obtain more than $430,- 
000,000 in subscriptions to the Vic- 
tory loan were made by chairmen of 
the racial groups. They included: 

German division, $250,000,000; Rus- 
sian, $15,000,000; Hungarian, $15,000.- 
000; Yugo-Slavs, $1,800,000; Belgian, 
$7,500,000; Syrians. $1,000,000; Latin 
American. $2,000,000; Portuguese.

Houses that are designed so that the 
builder will get the most for Ills money 
in number of rooms, convenience and 
arrangement and attractive exterior 
appearance are the kind that nppenl to 
the prospective home owners (his year. 
The features enumerated arc, of 
course, what every one wnnts to get 
when (he house Is planned, but many 
do not get them. However, architects 
who detdgn homes of moderate cost 
for wlrnt might be termed the average 
American family have developed many 
features that help In attaining the 
Ideal in dwelling construction. 

An eight-room house, which contains 
many attractive features In Interior ar- 
rangements and which can be erected 
ut a moderate cost Is shown In the ac- 
companying illustration.

Large Sun Parlor Feature. 

The floor plans show the arrange- 
ment of the rooms on the llrst and 
second floors. The entrance, located at 
the side so as to give the front over 
to the large sun parlor, opens Into u 
reception hall of good size. The stairs 
leading to the second floor rise out of

the hall and beside the stairs Is a 
closet for outer clothing. To the right 
of the entrance Is the living room tind 
to the left a deu. 

The placing of the living room and 
dining room side by side across the 
front of the house, with the sun par- 
lor opening off of both rooms Is an 
attractive feature of this design. The 
living room is 13 by 17 feet. At oue 
end is a tire-place with bookcases oil 
either side and small wiudows above 
them. L>oublt* doors opeu into the sun 
Itarlor and a like opening leads to the 
(lining room. 

The sun parlor Is uuusuatly large, 
being 18 feet 6 luchuu wide and 8 feet 
0 Inches in depth. Continuous windows 
on three sides make It a room that will 
be greatly used, especially lu the 
summer. 

Spaciousness Is a feature of the din- 
ing room as well as of the living room. 
It Is 18 by IS feet 9 Inches. It, too. has 
an opeulng Into the sun parlor.' Hav- 
ing a corner exposure, there Is room 
for two windows st the side and one 
U> front, at the end of the sun parlor. 

Back of the dining room, also on S 
corner. Is the kitchen, but between the 
tare —nine are features that wlH he 


commodate comfortable chairs, book- 
cases and the tables that muke such a 
room attractive. Windows on two 
sides permit plenty of light, but nt the 
same time there is plenty of wall space 
for the bookcases. .There also is a 
large closet off this room. 

Much Closet Space Provided. 

Four bedrooms, each at u corner of 
the house, giving excellent ventilation, 
the bathroom, large enough for both 
tub and shower, and a nook at the 
bend of the stairs are provided in the 
second floor. An exceptionally large 
amount of closet space also Is given. 
The two front bedrooms are 13 feet 9 
Indies by 14 feet 3 inches and the 
two rear bedrooms are 12 feet 9 incites 
by 13 feet 9 inches. Each opens off a 
large hall In t lie center of the house. 
The hath room is at one end of the 
lml! and the nook, with built-in scats 
is at the other end. There Is n closet 
In every room and uu additional oue 
off tlie hall. 

The basement extends under the 
whole house and nmy be divided Into 
as many rooms us the owner wants. 
The healing plant, especially, should 
be shut Into a room of Its own, to pre- 
vent heating the place used for the 
storage of food ami to keep the dirt 
confined. 

Funding a home Is a popular occupa- 
tion this year. Thousands of persons, 
who during the Inst two years have 
been unable to build because of restric- 
tions on building, are now plannlug to 
go ahead with their projects und be- 
fore fall urrlves many will have thelf 
desire for a home of their own realized 
For the family thut Is comparatively 
large and wants un attractive and con- 
venient home, the plan submitted Is 
excellent. Builders are competent to 
make such little changes In the design 
as the owner may want, but it always 
Is a good Idea to consult an architect. 
The stuull fee these experts charge Is 
saved many times over in a house that 
is at all elaborate.

SEASONABLE DISHES. 

As strawberries become more plen- 
tiful they tnny be used In various des- 
serts. The follow- 
ing Is one which Is 
universally liked : 

8 t rawberry 
Cream. — Wash 
nnd hull two quarts 
of ripe berries nnd 
sprinkle them with 
two cupfuls of su- 
gar; cover nnd let stand two hours, 
then squeeze through a double thick- 
ness of cheesecloth. Add three pints 
of thin cream nnd a few grains of salt 
Freeze, using three pnrts Ice to one of 
reek salt. Serve In sherbet cups and 
garnish with selected strnwberrles. 

Manhattan Pudding- — Pick over one 
quart of berries; sprinkle with 
a cupful of sugnr nnd let stand 
two hours. Squeeze through a 
cheese cloth nnd add one cupful 
of water nnd lemon Juice to 
taste. Turn the mixture Into a mold. 
Beat one pint of cream until stiff, add 
one-lialf cupful of powdered sugar, 
one-hnlf tnblespoonful of vnnllln und 
two-thirds of a cupful of rolled maca- 
roons. Po’v over the fruit mixture to 
overlie- ,ne mold. Cover nnd let stand 
p«* .d In Ice nnd salt (one part salt 
to four pnrts Ice) for three hours. 

Milk Sherbet.— Mix the Juice of 
three lemons and one wid one-half 
cupfuls of sugar, stirring constantly 
while adding four cupfuls of milk. 
Freeze and pack to ripen. The mixture 
may curdle while mixing, but It will 
freeze smooth nnd velvety. 

Ham Mousse. — Dissolve one table- 
spoonful of granulated gelatine In one- 
half cupful of hot water; add two cup- 
fuls of cold boiled ham, which has 
been pounded In a mortar. Season with 
one teuspoonful of mixed mustard and 
n few grulns of cayenne. Add one-hnlf 
cupful of heavy cream beaten until 
stiff, and turn Into a mold which lias 
been dipped In cold water. Chill, re- 
move from the mold and garnish with 
parsley. 

Cucumber Sauce to Serve With 
Fish. — Wash, peel and grate one or 
two cucumbers ; season with salt, grat- 
ed onion, vinegar nnd pepper.

Ontons are rich In sulphur, one of 
the valuable minerals needed In the j 
body.

three grains are 
needed each day 
for body activi- 
ties. Onions dis- 
solve uric acid 
and absorb poi- 
sons. They are 
u tonic for nerv- 
ous troubles. 
They Induce sleep. Nervous prostra- 
tion Is helped by n diet of onlouB. In- 
somnia Is cured by a two-mile walk 
and a supper of baked onions and 
bread and butter. 

Onion sirup may be made by cook- 
ing In the oven u plateful of sliced 
onions sprinkled generously with 
sugar. This will cure the worst cough, 
also good for croup. 

A chopped onion poultice Is a most 
effective remedy for bronchial or lung 
trouble. Renew when dry. 

Currots are rich In Iron, Increase the 
red blood cells, are a good spring 
tonic, clear the complexion, are rich 
In phosphoric ucld. The tender leaves 
are rich In this same mineral ; they 
should be eaten as sulud. Carrots are 
good for nervous people and those suf- 
fering from asthma. 

Lettuce Is good for nervousness ; 
will Induce sleep. 

Celery also Is good for nervousness, 
serviceable In counteracting conditions 
which lead to neuralgia and rheuma- 
tism. 

Tomatoes are a fine liver stimulant. 
The add when fresh Is especially cool- 
ing to the blood. 

Beans, spinach, raw cabbage and as- 
paragus are all rich in Iron and phos- 
phorus, which are good for anemic 

people. 

Spinach and dandelion are rich In 
Iron and act directly upon the kidneys. 

A»l',UUgua Is another kidney stimu- 
lant. 

W»,9rr cress, found In many brooks 
•n quantities, is rich In tonic proper- 
ties und should he used freely in the 
spring. Serve with u dush of salt or 
with a simple French dressing. 

Fruits of various kinds are also rich 
In mineral salts und acids; good for 
the system. Lemons are for liver trouble 
und rheumatism. An oruuge ut night 
relieves constipation. A teaspoonfuJ 
or two given often to the baby be- 
tween milk feeding will keep its di- 
gestive apparatus In good workiug or- 
der. 

The apple Is one of the most valua- 
ble of fruits, eaten fresh or baked. “An 
apple a day keeps the doctor away."

WAYS WITH MEATS. 

An nnusunl but very tasty meat 
dish Is the meat sandwich. Take two 
slices of veal, small 
steaks. Between 
them lay a slice of 
hnm cut three-qnnr- 
ters of an Inch 
thick ; fasten to- 
gether with skew- 
ers nnd bake until 
well done. Cut In 
strips nnd serve with a woll-sensoned 
gravy. 

Potted Ham. — When a hnm Is boiled 
there Is often much waste of the small 
pieces which do not mnke a presentn- 
ble slice. Mince until fine, then rub 
to n smooth paste, using one-third fat. 
Season well with salt nnd pepper, heat 
thoroughly and pack while hot In 
small Jars. 

Spiced Meat. — Take two pounds each 
of veal nnd pork, three pounds of fine- 
ly chopped beef, eight milk crackers 
rolled fine, four eggs well beaten, one 
teaspoon ful of pepper, one tnhlespoon- 
ful of chopped parsley, one tenspoon- 
ful of summer savory, one-half tea- 
spoonful of ground nutmeg nnd one 
tenspoonful of cinnamon nnd one-hnlf 
teaspoonful of cloves. Mix well nnd 
bnke In n slow oven for five hours. 
Lot stand In the dish In which It was 
baked several hours before serving. 

Scalloped Chicken. — Shred the chick- 
en left from Sunday dinner. Cover 
the bottom of the baking dish with the 
chicken, then with bread crumbs, not 
too dry; repent with another layer of 
chicken and crumbs, dot with bits of 
butter, season with salt nnd pepper 
nnd cover with enough milk to moisten 
well. Bnke until well heated. 

Veal Loaf. — Take two pounds of 
cooked veal, two pounds of chopped 
pork, six cupfuls of cracker crumbs, 
one cupful of tomato, two large onions, 
chopped, four eggs and seasoning to 
taste. Mix all together with the linnds 
until It holds Its shape, then roll and 
cover with crumbs. Bake slowly two 
hours. 

Baked Ham. — Take a thick cut of 
hnm from the center, about four Inches 
thick. Cover with a thick layer of 
brown sugar, add water and bnke one 
to two hours. Baste during the baking 
very frequently.

GOOD HOMELY DI8HES. 

When making bread save a cupful 
of sponge for a 

Bread Cake. 

Take one cupful of 
sugnr, one-hnlf cupful of 
shortening, one cupful of 
flour, one cupful of bread 
sponge, one egg and spice 
nnd raisins to taste. Put 
to rise after beating well 
and when well risen bake 
In a moderate oven. 

Dried Apple Cake.— 
Stew two cupfuls of dried apples until 
soft enough to chop, then add two cup- 
fuls of molasses, with spices to taste, 1 
and boll with the drained chopped ap- 
ples. Drain and reserve all the liquor; 
mix with one cupful of sour milk, 
one cupful of shortening, four cupfuls 
of flour, two teaspoonfuls of soda and 
mix well, then add the chopped ap- 
ples at the last. Bnke In a slow oven. 

Scalloped Tomatoes, Corn and 
Onions. — Butter a baking dish suitable 
for the table, put In a luyer of corn, 
season with • J and pepper, add a 
few hits outter, then a layer of to- 
mato ,>ulp with no Juice and a very 
thin layer of thinly sliced onions, then 
repeat the layers. Cover and let cook 
one hour or until the onion is tender. 
Remove the cover, spread over the top 
a half cupful of buttered crumbs and 
hake until the crumbs are browned. 

Hamburg Cakes. — Put a pound of 
meat from the top of the round 
through a meat grinder, add a tea- 
spoonful of onion pulp, u teaspoonful 
of suit, a half cupful of broth or cold 
water. Mix thoroughly, then pat Into 
cakes and cook In a well-greased broil- 
er. When moisture 1 b seen on the top 
of the cakes, turn and cook on the oth- 
er side. The meat may be broiled In 
a thick slice if preferred, hut Is equal- 
ly delicious cooked before a coal Are 
In 6inall cakes. 

Deviled Salmon. — Take one pint of 
cream sauce, add a teaspoonful of 
Worcestershire sauce, the Juice of one 
lernou, salt, pepper and a can of sal- 
mon. Mix well and All shells or rame- 
kins. Cover with buttered crumbs 
and hake until the crumbs are brown.

The return of the May (lower in 
the spring of 1621 without u cargo 
was a great dissnpointme-nt to 
him, and no did not delay writing 
to the struggling settlers that n 
good return cargo by the next ship 
was absolutely essential to the 
life of the enterprise. 

They did make an effort, there- 
fore, to load tho Fortune with 
such articles as the country afford- 
ed, but before the venture reached 
England Weston had abandoned the 
Plymouth colony in disgust, sold 
out his interest in the Merchant 
Adventurers company and was al 
ready meditating his new and rival 
enterprisei He cared more for 
beaver-skins in tyand than for em- 
pires hereafter, and the -Plymouth 
people appeared to him to discourse 
and argue and consult when they 
should have been trading. 

His confidence in the success of 
a trading post on Massachusetts 
Bay was not shaken, but ho sharjjd 
in the general belief of the day 
that families were an incumbcrance 
in a well organized plantation, and 
tnat a settlement made up of able- 
bodied men only could do more In 
New England in seven years than 
in Old England in twenty. On 
this principle he organized his ex- 
pedition, which, towards the close 
of April, 1622, set sail in two ves- 
sels, the Charity of one hundred 
tons and the Swan of thirty. 

It went under the charge of 
Weston’s brother-in-law, one liichanl 
fit ten, and was. made up of the 
roughest material, miscellaneously 
picked up in the streets and or, 
the docks of London; among them 
however, there was one surgeon, 
a Mr. Salisbury, and a lawyer from 
Furnival’s Inn, afterwards very no 
torious in early colonial annals, 
one Thomas Morton, bettei known 
ns Morton of Merry Mount. 

Such as they were, however, they 
safely landed at Plymouth towards 
the end of June, — some sixty stout 
fellows, without apparently the re- 
motest idea why they had come or 
what they had come to do. Natur- 
ally the old settlers did not look 
upon them as a desirable accession 
to the colony, especially as they 
early evinced a disinclination to 
all honest labor and an extremely 
well developed appetite for green 
corn. 1

Find It Hard to Account for the Achievements of Sir Isaac Newton 
Erratic Movements of Deep- Give Kim an Assured Place

The erratic movementa of fish art* 
it constant source of worry to scien- 
tists, who, try ns they will, can never 
account for the vagaries of these sen- 
dwellers. Here Is a cuse In point: In 
May, 1879, the fishing schooner Hutch- 
ings, salting from Gloucester, Mass., 
was under the command of Captain 
Kirby, trawling for cod off Nantucket. 
A strange fish came up in the nets, a 
large creature covered with yellow 
spots. The men caught over two tons 
and brought them to land, where they 
were found to be an entirely new fam- 
ily. Scientists named them “tile fish." 
For three years, till 1882, the tlsli were 
caught In huge numbers, then the 
•‘hankers" reported that they were no 
longer to be seen. The news came that 
the sea was covered with dead tile 
fish. Six thousand square miles of sen 
were almost hidden by the dead bodies. 
Authorities said that there must have 
been a volcanic disturbance or else 
some deadly disease had killed off the 
fish. In 1915 a schooner working In 
the same waters, caught the tile fish In 
idmndance, and to this duy the fish 
are there in millions.

THREE OF MANAGERIAL CHANGES IN BIG 

LEAGUES CAUS E OF UNFAVO RABLE TALK

According to a legend, which, how- 
ever, is seriously considered by certain 
authorities. In the year 1065, the fall 
of an upple as Newton sat In his 
garden suggested the most mugnifleent 
of his subsequent discoveries — the law 
of universal gravitation. On Ids first 
attempt to explain the lunar and planet- 
ary motions, he employed an estimate 
then lu use of the radius of the earth 
which, bused on the value of a degree 
of latitude then prevalent, was so er- 
roneous ns to produce a discrepancy 
between the real force of gravity aud 
tlmt required by theory to explain the 
motions and indicated only an approxi- 
mate verification of his theory. Ac- 
cordingly, he abandoned for a number 
of years the hypothesis that a homo- 
geneous nttrnctlng sphere behaved as 
If all matter was concentrated at Its 
center, and took up other studies, con- 
sisting chiefly of investigations of the 
nature of light and the construction of 
telescopes. He nlso propounded new 
theories on light and color. Newton 
died March 20. 1727 (old style), and 
his reinnlns were Interred in West- 
minster abbey. 

Japan In the War. 

Japan entered the war because of a 
treaty with Great Britain, concluded 
In 1902. The original nlliunce pre- 
ceded the Itusso-Jnpnnese war. In 
1005 the alliance was further extended 
to provide for the defense of British 
interests In Indin and Afghanistan, 
while England agreed to give Japan 
a free hand In Koren. In 1911 It was 
again modified by the agreement that 
Great Britain should not he hound to 
aid Japan ngnlnst any power with 
whom she hnd a treaty of arbitration 
— thus excluding the United States us 
a possible enemy. The uUiauce has 
been extended to 1921. 


Quicksilver Output. 

The domestic output of quicksilver 
In 1918, according to the United States 
geological survey department of the 
Interior, was 83,432 flasks of seventy- 
five pounds each, valued ut about $3,- 
942,301. Compared with the output 
of 1917, this shows a decrease in 
quantity.

The Massachusetts Agricultural 
College has Just announced its 
policy to repeat ns often as may 
be necessary the spri lal six weens 
short course in agriculture and hoi 
tleulture for returning soldiers and 
sailors. Such a course wns given 
nt the eollegp during February and 
March of tliiH year. Hie success of 
the first course and the numbeft c,r 
inquiries received from the men Jn 
service in the United Stales and 
France hns induced the college to 
make this provision for men who 
wish a short period of practical 
instruction ns u preparation for 
farming. 

The next six weeks special course 
will begin April 14 and close May 
2!. Instruction will be given in 
soils and fertilizers, field crops, 
types and breeds of live stock, poul- 
try husbandry, farm management, 
farm machinery, fruit growing and 
dntrying. Tuition free. No fees ti # 
any kind are required in this coursT). 

It is expected to make special 
provision during the summer term, 
beginning June 30, for instruction 
of soldiers, and if there is sufficient 
demand for it to give a special six 
weeks short course’ nfter college 
openR next fall.

Council of Four in Paris Has 
Agreed on Most of the 
Peace Problems. 


Owing to the Illness of President 
Wilson during the early part of the 
week, the commission on the league of 
nations did not meet until Thursday 
evening. At that time the completed 
draft of the covenant, comprising 27 
articles, was submitted. There Is no 
longer any doubt In Paris that the 
league covenant will be a part of 
the peace treaty, and In this country 
the opposition seems to be losing some 
of Its vehemence. 

It was announced thft the commis- 
sion had adopted a section specifically 
safeguarding the Monroe doctrine, and 
that Geneva. Switzerland, had been se- 
lected as the seat of the league of na- 
tions. 


YOUNC MEN’S SUITS 


In Germany there were continual 
outbreaks against the Ebert govern- 
ment, the greatest demonstrations be- 
ing In Essen, Magdeburg and In the 
former duchy of Brunswick. The Es- 
sen radicals brought about a strike of 
the Krupp workers and seized the 
plant, but were ousted by government 
troops, after which two-thirds of the 
men went back to work.

Most of the great problems confront- 
ing the peace conference were settled 
last week by the “Big Four” — perhaps. 
That Is to say, at the close of the week 
they were* settled, but before this 
reaches the reader they may be all un- 
settled again. Such has been the way 
of the peacemakers in the past. How- 
ever, If there is not agreement on the 
vital questions mighty soon, there is 
some reason to believe President Wil- 
son will withdraw from the delibera- 
tions and come home. He startled the 
conference and the world by orderlrp 

and asking when it might be expect^ 
there. Some of the Paris papers de- 
clared Mr. Wilson was thus trying to 
force the French delegates to mitigate 
their demunds; pessimists saw In the 
action the probability of hopeless dis- 
agreement ; optimists Said it meant the 
treaty was nearly ready for submission 
to the Germans. 

The theory of the optimists was 
borne out by dispntches lute in the 
week stating that the Big Four had 
agreed: That Wiillnm Hohenzollern 
nnd others responsible for breach of 
treaty and of rules of war must stand 
trlnl, probably before a Belgian court, 
but that the death penalty should not 
be Imposed on the former kuiser; that 
France shall be given control of the 
mines of the Saar valley, but shall not 
be permitted to annex any of that ter- 
ritory and that a commission shall reg- 
ulate strikes by miners there; that 
Germany must make an Initlnl pay- 
ment of $5, 000, 000, 000 reparation In 
1921, after which a commission shall 
assess a yearly Indemnity.

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MO OTHER TRUCK USED OVERSEAS EQUALED 
PERFORMANCE OF THAT MADE FOR ARMY 






Sergeant Earl Eby, Having Made HI * Entry Into Germany, and Realized 
Hia Vow of “Berlin or Bust,” Has Turned Hie Slogan Around and la on 
His Way Home. 


Those who have kept Informed on 
‘he groat problems confronting the 
United States army In the pursuit of 
tvnr realize that the .question of trans- 
portation ls» one of the most dif- 
ficult ones. It wns only six years ago 
hat the quartermaster department rec- 
ignlzed the Importance of motor truck 
transportation, and when the campaign 
against Mexico wns opened In 1010 the 
desirability of limiting the number of 
designs became evident. 

The United States army bought Its 
iflrst one and one-hnlf-ton truck as late 
as 1913, and by 1916 it had accumu- 
lated experience with but a limited 
eiumber. In that year Col. C. B. Baker, 
then chief of transportation In the 
■office of the quartermaster general. In- 
vited the Society of Automotive En- 
gineers to send representatives to 
Washington to confer with army offi- 
cers and representatives of about fifty 
truck builders, to co-operate in the pre- 
paring of specifications for standard 
■one and one-half-ton and three- 
ton trucks. This conference was held 
^May 8, 1916, and the specifications 
-were Issued In June, 1916, On these 
lilans trucks were hurriedly purchased 
for use against Francisco Villa. This 
gave the army the first good chance 
to test the usefulness of motor trans- 
portation under trying conditions as 
they existed on the Mexican border. 

Designed Standard Truck. 

Shortly after declaration of war on 
•Germany Col. Baker's staff entertained 
hopes of having a completely stand- 
ardized military truck. They pro- 
ceeded to have new drawings and 
specifications made, Including all the 
suggestions and experiences recorded 
to that date. ▲ number of members 
■of the S. A. E. were asked to assist In 
<he design of the new truck and they 


commenced work In Washington on 
Aug. 1. By Oct. 1, 1917, all details 
and designs were completed, and ten 
dnys later one sample war truck each 
of class A and B were ready for test- 
ing. One truck wns driven overland 
to Washington and the other had to 
cross the Allegheny mountains. On 
Oct. 19 the trucks, after successful 
trips, were presented to Secretary 
Baker and drlveu to the White House, 
where they were examined by Presi- 
dent Wilson. 

Big Orders Are Placed. 

The general staff and Secretary 
Baker at once authorized the produc- 
tion of 10,000 cluss B trucks, and to 
execute this great task the military 
truck production section of the trans- 
portation division of the quartermas- 
ter’s corps wns organized, composed 
of civilians only. The work was dis- 
tributed among seventeen truck 
builders, each to make 500 to 1,000 
trucks. The first five trucks were 
available January 10, 1918. By April, 
1918, production wns proceeding so 
satisfactorily that the general stall 
authorized the purchase of 8,000 more 
trucks, and In August, 1918, an addi- 
tional 25,000 wero authorized, but 
the armistice was signed before the 
last order was far advanced. 

Class B Trucks Lead. 

It has, however, been clearly dem- 
onstrated that the class B trucks are 
not equaled In performance by any 
other type of truck used overseas. 
The experience acquired by the auto- 
motive engineers will be immediately 
available In their peace-time occu- 
pations, and the motor transport 
corps acknowledge that the success- 
ful solution of the motor truck prob- 
lems Is In a large measure due to the 
co-operation of the Society of Auto- 
motive Engineers.

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SABBATH OF LIGHT 

Holy Saturday a Great Day for 
the Pilgrims Gathered in 
Jerusalem. 


D URING holy week the Chris- 
tian and Moslem pilgrims In 
Jerusulem visit the sacred 
river Jordan. On Holy 
Thursday the Greek patriarch washes 
the feet of 12 pilgrims. This service 
sod ceremony Is performed In the open 
court In front of the cathedral, on a 
temporary platform decorated with 
olive boughs. The patriarchs of the 
Catholic and Armenian communities 
perform a similar service Inside the 
cathedral, to which the general public 
Is not admitted. On Good Friday all- 
day services are In order, and special 
services with ceremonies commemo- 
rating the crucifixion take place from 
six In the evening until midnight. On 
Holy Saturday, also known as the 
"Sabbath of Light," all lights In the 
cathedral are extinguished. The Greek 
and Armenian sects relight their 
lamps, candles and fires from a flame 
which is believed by them to appeur 
on the holy sepulcher on that day. 
This is the crowuing event of Lent to 
the Greek, Armenian, Syrluc and Cop- 
tic creeds. Millions of wax tapers and 
candles are lighted at this flume, burn- 
ed a few minutes, then carefully

parked and treasured ms sacred relics 
which are carried and distributed over 
the whole civilized world. 

At midnight the service of the resur- 
rection Is performed, after which many 
of the pilgrims start on their home- 
ward Journey. 

Mere tourists are of course welcome, 
because they contribute somewhat to 
the trude of the season, but they stay 
oue or several days at the longest, and 
do not enter Into nor understand the 
real religious or social life of the peo- 
ple of the land, and consequently are 
regarded as outsiders.

LIFE AFTER DEATH 

“Except the Grain Fall In the 
Earth and Die, It Cannot 
Bring Forth Fruit.” 


For Many Centuries Palm Sunday 
Has Been Day of Peculiar 
Significance. 


P AI.M SUNDAY la the name 
usually given to the sixth, and 
last Sunday in Lent and the 
beginning of holy week, after 
the custom of blessing branches of 
the paint tree or of other trees substi- 
tuted In those countries in which the 
palm ennnot he procured, and of carry- 
ing the blessed branches In proces- 
sion. in commemoration of 'Christ's 
triumphal entry into Jerusalem. 

Palms and branches of the pnlm 
were used In this historic entry be- 
cause tbe palm was then regarded ns 
an emblem of victory and the currying 
and waving of its branches was em- 
blematic of success and in honor of 
royalty. 

The date of the first observance of 
Pnlm Sunday is uncertain. In the 
Greek church It was apparently ob- 
served ns early ns the fourth century. 

In the middle ages the palm, worn 
ns n decoration, denoted that the per- 
son so pdorned had made the pil- 
grimage to the Holy Land. 

In some countries people made use 
of figures of Christ seated on an ass, 
carved out of wood, which were car- 
ried In religious processions and even 
brought into the church. In other 
countries it was the custom to strew 
flowers and green boughs In church 
yards. 

The piflms used In the procession of 
the day nre taken home by the faith- 
ful and used as n sacramental. They 
nre preserved In prominent places In 
the houses, barns or even In the fields, 
and thrown into the fire during storms. 
From the blessed palms are procured 
the ashes for use on Ash Wednesday. 

Whore palms cannot he secured 
hrnnehes of olive, box elder, spruce or 
other trees are used. In Rome olive 
branches nre distributed to the peo- 
ple, while the clergy carry palms fre- 
quently dried and twisted Into various 
shapes. In parts of Bavaria large 
swamp willows, with their catkins, 
and ornamented with flowers and rib- 
bons, were used. 

Because every great feast nt this 
time was in some wry a remembrance 
of the resuriectlon of Christ and was 
In consequence called Pnsclia, the 
Spanish term pnscua florlda hnd tts 
origin. Thus It was that In 1512 the 
state of Florlda, which wus settled by 
the Spaniards, Indirectly received Its 
name. 


P ERHAPS because the power of 
rising from death Is In mpn 
so Integral a part of his nature 
he uses It familiarly without 
surprise, never quite realizing its God- 
quality. From his dully deaths of trou- 
ble and struggle, from the denth of 
goals he cannot reach, the deaths of 
gludness and love, of hopes that die 
with each sunset, he Is reclaimed a 
thousand times. He ennnot really die, 
for all the seeming deaths that dally 
attend him. They full Into the ground 
and die. He rises, raised by the power 
of life in him, and new hofies, new 
Works he brings forth. 

To set this life-power to eternal 
things Is hard for him, being within a 
material world of his own creation. 
He has lost the Intensity of desire for 
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two things which kept thut early group 
humbly spurt and fed It with pro- 
found wisdom — the desire of eternal 
love and a simple, uncompromising 
will to see the truth. 

lie feels so strong a life-power 
within him now tlmt he Is Impelled 
to create his own lesser truth, wonder- 
ing then at his dissatisfaction. 

Sincere in Rejoicing. 

It Is uot so much belief as percep- 
tion that he lacks — a looking in tbo 
wrong direction with eyes dulled by 
dwelling on material objects. When 
the brightest day comes for celebrating 
the Risen Spirit, he goes to the 
ladened churches, rejoicing in the 
flower-beauty that surges into bloom 
for tbe feast and in the massed choral 
singing of anthems. Surely he is sin- 
cere; thus loving, thus prutsing, thus 
entering into the service which the 
priests and people hold? With less 
keenness of sight, however, for the 
pure spiritual proving of the truth 
than .those few were blest with who 
long ago, at the earliest Easter, after 
long sorrow and waiting, saw the real, 
resurrection, yet perceived the greater 
spiritual one through it. 

But Ire knows It is ia The churches 
thut be will fiud the mystery of the 
new flower that is to rise. It Is al- 
ways there, to be realized at each 


kneeling, to be sown anew in each 
heart, to give fostering care, to brood 
over and bless the soil of the heart 
while waiting, to tell over and over 
again nt every time the questioning 
heart Is lifted up to It that what the 
mystery of life can do for the lesser 
grain it Is bound to do by an ever 
truer measure of the same law for the 
spiritual growth. 

Teaches Great Truth. 

One can turn better, after that real- 
ization, to the full springtide and feel 
even gladder than nature, knowing 
the touch of the 'eternal flower within. 

Wandering amid the old myths, filled 
with their beuuty and their deathless 
attachment to life, one feels t ulwnys 
under the shadow of ended things, 
upon the verge where all reullty hns 
gone down in darkness. The lasting 
and perfect poetry of these myths lin- 
gers like gorgeous unsunken sunsets. 
As the lutest comer among them muny 
muy class the greut Christian story of 
the resurrection. It is Indeed a great 
myth, a superlative myth in the real 
meaning of the word as a uurratlve 
founded on a remote event. But the 
singular, lone truth It sympollzes like 
u direct shaft of light separates It 
from the darkness of the old myths 
forever. 

They taught the underworld, where 
the shades moved In u half life or pule 
regret conscious of lost Joy, without 
hope. A mournful Idea of Immortality 
i thut satisfied no heurt and from which 
the great thinkers of thut age reached 
out In vain for light. 

That light appears In the great sim- 
ple law. “Except the grain fall In the 
earth and die It cannot bring forth 
| fruit."

This Easter 
gift was not less than three yards high 
I au d one and one-half yards in dlam-

manufactured at Barts at a cost of 
1 20,000 francs ($4,500). Tills costly

cbanicul contrivance a bird was made 
to fly out of it and slug twelve airs 
from well known opera*.

Ribbons 
and laces play a guy and enchanting 
part in underinusllns, negligees, bou- 
doir caps, boudoir slippers and all the 
Innumerable accessories of dress that 
need to he exquisite un<l dainty. Klb- 
Itons and laces of different character 
from those used for lingerie extend 
their field of usefulness Into the realm 
of afternoon and evening gowns ; al- 
most nothing is made without them. 

If one Is casting about for gifts that 
a bride will surely love here are two 
camisoles and two boudoir caps that 
are worth considering.

One 
of the caps is the simplest sort of de- 
sign but the other Is un ambitious 
uffslr that suggests su Kgyptiun head- 
dress as its inspiration, being a dainty 
Interpretation of the jeweled bead- 
piece woru In tlie ancient laud of tbe 
i lotus. The cup at the left Is merely u 
straight piece of fine net guthered 
along one edge to form a crqp’u. and 
near the other to form a narrow 
flounce. Popples, made of rlbbou, are 
set about It. 

The camisole shown witli tills cap is | 
of |M,int-d'-esprit and lace with four j 
flounces of narrow ribbou. The ‘ribbon j 
la an Inch and a half wide and forms 
shoulder sirups with net placed over 
it. It is not at all difficult to make 
a camisole of this kind as tbe ribbon ia I 


merely gathered Hlong one -edge Into a 
scant flounce uud stitched to the net 
In rows. 

It requires a foundation to make the 
cap at the right. Khuped pieces at the 
hack and front of the head nre ex- 
tended into tabs at each side that ex- 
tend over the ears. These pieces may 
be of rice net or crinoline, covered 
with ribbon and finally with lace. The 
crown Is of lace gathered Into the 
shaped pieces. Two small ribbon flow- 
ers are set on at each side. 

The pretty camisole of wide lace 
shown with this cap, has panels of 
satin ribbon set on It with ends pointed 
at the top. The game rlbbou, edged 
with narrow lace, forms the shoulder 
straps and band at tlie top. A nar- 
rower ribbon guthers In the fullness 
at the waist line leaving a lace flounce 
below. Tiny chiffon blossoms are set 
on the shoulder straps and the band. 

Gay Outing Hats. 

The very latest sport hats are fash- 
ioned from butavla cloth, which ia no 
more than coarse llpeu.

At present the Institution has no 
superintendent, but there are two 
assistant superintendents, and one 
of those is Miss Ethel Fisher of 
Weymouth, the other Miss E. M.

Dr. Frank Crnno, the philosopher, 
once said : "When you nre out nuto- 
moblling nnd come to a detour you 
don’t sit down and cry or wait for 
somebody *to come along nnd take 
you to an asylum. You make the de- 
tour nnd rather enjoy the adventure. 
Life is full of detours, necessary 
but unexpected nnd unwanted new 
roads.

BIRDMEN MEET NEXT MONTH 

Big Convention of Pan-American 

Ae-onauts Will Stimulate Enlist- 
mtnts in the U. S. Air Service. 

Atlaitic City. New Jersey, will be 
the Mecca for a large gathering pf 
American men, and representatives of 
foreigu countries, who will be at- 
tracted by llue first Pan- American 
Aeronautics Convention, which meets 
there in May. 

Captain Charles J. Gliddeu, of the 
U. S. Air Service. Military Aeronau- 
tics, now stationed in the administra- 
tive department of the United Slates 
Flying School, Southerfleld, Geoigia, 
says: 

"The Pau American Aeronautics 
Convention and exhibition to be held 
at Atlantic City during the month of 
May will bring to the attention of the 
American people the wonderful pro- 
gress of aviation. The work of air- 
craft during the war establishes its 
practicability for commercial uses and 
Insures the creation in this country 
of a complete aerial service, connect- 
ing all cities and towns for the trans- 
portation of persons, mail and mer- 
chandise. 

"Before tae close of 1920 1 confi- 
dently predict this service will be in 
full operation, vlth extensions to all 
countries on this hemisphere. In ths 
United States trunk lines will be es- 
tablished across the country which 
will place every city and town within 
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six houre from some twenty-four dis- 
tributing points. Once created and 
in operation our extensive coast line 
could be put under complete protec- 
tion from any possible invasion. 
Thousands of college trained aviators 
In and out of the service are now 
waiting to join In the operation of an 
aerial service. 

“The government calls for fifteen 
thousand men to enlist in air service 
for one or threo years’ time. This is 
bound to receive a quick response, 
as hero is an opportunity for men to 
be immediately assigned to duty in 
the service and of the number who 
enlist those who pasB certain exam- 
inations will be given flying and bal- 
loon piloting instruction. This liberal 
offer is equivalent to a one or three 
yeara' college courae in aeronautics, 
and one may become expert in all 
branches of aviation, and if qualified 
a non-commissioned or .even a com- 
missioned officer In addition to reg- 
ular pay, clothing, quarters and ra- 
tions, extra pay begins with instruc- 
tions to operate the aircraft. As the 
number of men wanted is limited to 
fifteen thousand (or the entire coun- 
try. quick application to the nearest 
recruiting officer will be neoessary 
before the privilege is withdrawn. 

“Everybody directly and indirectly 
Interested In aviation should attend 
the Atlantic City convention and ex- 
hibition in order to keep abreast 
with the times and become familiar 
with the development of aircraft for 
defencea and commercial uses and wit- 
ness the demonstrations of the world’s 
greatest airplane aviators, who will 
fly, and balloon pilots sail to the At- 
lantic air port from ail over the 
country.” 

REAL MOVING PICTURE. 

Magnificent Mountain Scenery to Be 
Photographed from Air Craft. 

London. — Aircraft development dur- 
ing the last lew years has throwu 
open to the moving-picture naan an 
entirely new field. It may be some 
years as yet before flying comes 
within the means of the ordinary per 
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non as a mode of travel, but through 
the film he may experience some of 
the artiRtic joys of aviation. 

Already a certain amount of aerial 
cinema photography ha« been carried 
out successfully enough, at least, to 
measure its possibilities. In the near 
Tuture it Is expected that magnificent 
mountain scenery will be photo 
graphed from airci ft, not only in 
Switzerland and in the United State*, 
but in Abyssinia, the Himalayan and 
other less explored regions of tho 
world. 

The whole of a wonderful flight 
from Bay. San PranciBeo to London, 
or from London to India or to Au«- 
tralia may in time be shown to the 
public. 

AIRPLANES BOMB A MOB. 

Simla. India. — Airplanes were used 
In coping with disorders in the Pun 
Jab. A mob attacked a passenger 
train In this district and wrecked the 
railway stalioq, at Gujranwala. Air- 
planes were seen from Imhor* and 
the mob was bombed and subjected 
to machine gun tire from the air. 

Considerable unrest exists In DoJbi 
snd lathore. The oommtsaloner for 
the district has apealed to the load 
ing men to use their influence for the 
reopening of the shops.

New York. — Rear Admiral Sims

SCOUTING KEYNOTE FOR 1919 

After 18 months of service to the na- 
tion In the various phases of the “wln- 
the-wnr” program, la seems to be gen- 
erally agreed that the Boy Scouts of 
America have now, aa never before, 
established the movement In the hearts 
of the people. 

More than that, the nation, as never 
before, realises the value and Im- 
portance of the scout training and 
program In community and national 
life. 

The country over, our average num- 
ber of registered scouts equals not 
quite 5 per cent of the available boys 
of scout age. If less than 400,000 reg- 
istered scouts can serve and produce 
results, what might the national gov- 
ernment expect with a million boys 
oq their toes awaiting Its commands ! 

Chief Scout Executive James E. 
West, in sounding the keynote for 1919.

“It Is our opinion that now, as never 
before, is the time to strongly present 
the claims of scouting for the support 
of the community on a comprehensive 
basis.

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Gasoline Tank Should Never Be Filled 
If There Is Open Flame Near — 

Go Over Connections to Dis- 
cover Any Leak. 

Fire Is ronlly the greatest danger 
with which tin* motorist Ims to cope, i 
Not that automobiles nre In tho hnblt 
of catching lire regularly, hut the lire, 
when It does come, Is sudden and tin- ! 
heralded. Furthermore Ihe everyday 
handling of gasoline makes one care- 
less. n warning in Itself that Is seldom 
heeded. There are so many ways In 
which a car can catch fire that It is 
the ihit.v of every motorist to see that 
all possible steps are taken to prevent 
Mich accidents. A few suggestions 
follow that may assist In warding off 
the danger. 

Keep Fire Extinguisher Ready. 

First of nil have a fire extinguisher 
nnd keep It ready at all times for use. 
Many motorists carry them on their 
<*nrs and thus reduce their insurance 
rates. This Is the best practice, but 
«n extra extinguisher In the garage 
is never nnt of place. The small, com- 
pact pump type Is advised, as It Is the 
best for fighting gasoline or oil fires 
and can be used safely around elec- 
trical apparatus. Some owners have 
an Idea that the solution used In these 
extinguishers can he used for denn- 
ing purposes, hut its use for this pur- 
jvoso. even if practicable. Is hardly 
wise. The extra few drops may mean 
a lot should the ear ruteh fire ou the 
road. 

Do nnt let oily rags or waste lie 
around the garage. Keep them In u 
metnl container and sweep Ihe floor 
often. II prevents the spread of fire. 
Keep t u* engine clean, especially the 
km] pan. See that there Ih u small hole 
lit It under the carburetor drip. If 
'here Is none ltyf-bll means make one. 

Keep Flame From Tank. 

Never fill the gasoline tank with an 
open (lame near. Likewise see that 
the funnel used makes metallic con- 
tact with the tank. It has happened 
that static electricity generated by 
the gasoline flowing through the fun- 
nel has Sparked the tank and caused 
a serious explosion. Make sure that 
the tank does not louk. particularly 
when the tank is located under the 
.-owl. It Is well to go over all gaso- 
line connections occasionally to detect 
any leaks. 

Ins*all a gasoline shut-off where It 

• •an We readily reached. Some cars 
have them In an out-of-the-way place 
that la difficult to reach In an emer- 
gency. Always shut off the gasoline 
when leaving the car In the garage. 
I’hts Is even more Important when an 

• •pen-type coal stove la used for heat- 
ing the building. A strainer should 
stao he Installed In the feed pipe If 
there is none on the car, and Bediment 
should be removed once a month. 

The electrical system should also be 
watched and the connections kept 
tight, for a loose or grounded wire 
may start a fire. When cleaning the 
••ogtne with a brush use one with no 
metal parts; a short circuit caused by 
the metal on the brush may Ignite the 
gasoline used in cleaning. 

Should a tire start In the carbureter 
shut off the gasolloe and start the en- 
gine. as racing it will soon draw all 
the gasoline from the carburetor. Sand 
can be thrown ut the base of the flame, 
and when using the extinguisher squirt 
n through the radiator without raising 
the hood. 

The last suggestion la not the least 
important — read this again.

ENAMELING TO PREVENT RUST 

Ordinary Material Which Dries Quick- 
ly Is of Little Use, as It Chips 
Off Rapidly. 

In order to do away with rusting of 
parts beneath the hood black enamel 
lug may be resorted to with good ef- 
fect. It Is possible to get black enamel 
today which when properly applied 
looks little Inferior to the Imked-on 
variety. Ordinary enamels which dry 
quickly are of little use, ns they chip 
nnd (lake off quickly. Parts to be 
enameled should. If possible, be tnkpn 
off and cleaned with u stiff wire brush. 
The enamel should be applied with a 
stiff varnish brush. The enumel may 
take ns long ns a week to dry and 
care must he used to hnve r.n atmos- 
phere free from excessive dust; tbul 
means not to dry It In the tipper story 
of u bay barn. Parts that may be 
enameled to advantage Include steel 
fan bludes, pulley urins, brackets and 
elbows, nuts that are not often dls 
turbed. exposed pieces of shafting 
pinion-wheel centers, operating rods 
collars, etc. Even a cylinder casting 
may be so treated, ns a good enamqi 
will stund heat without blistering. 

FITTING A NEW CARBURETOR 

Care Should Be Taken That There If 
No Looseness to Cause Vibra- 
tion and Broken Flange. 

In fitting a new carburetor be sure 
that there Is no looseness to cause vl 
hratlou, because If there Is z brokec 
flange will be the inevitable result 
If vibration Is present a small Iron 
bracket should he Installed from a nul 
on the engine frame to the instrhment 
to steady It. ulso taking the strain ofl I 
the Intake pipe.

Cheese la one of nur most valuable 
foods nrid one which Is much slighted. 

— There are many 

who hnve a wrong 
Idea In regnrd to 
the digestibility of 
cheese, calling It 
hard to digest. Vn- 
lotis exhnustlve ex- 
periments hnve 
been mode upon tt 
large number of people. The report 
from these la thnt cheese Is not hard 
of dlgeatlon nnd Is one of our most 
t.ntrlllous foods. The Idea which has 
« a used cheese to be put on the black 
list for digestibility Is probnbly thnt 
« heese Is often enten at the end of a 
heavy meal and the attack of Indiges- 
tion Is attributed to the cheese when 
the whole meal Itself la to blame. 

The vnrletles of cheese are many 
end bewildering. To one Interested It 
Is n most plensant study. The origin 
end history of cheeses make very In- 
teresting rending. 

The right kind of fheese to serve 
with certain courses Is a puzzle to 
Many an entertainer, for It Is quite n 
Lre^.-h of cullnnry etiquette to serve 
i he wrong variety nt any course of 
the dinner. 

Some of the popular cheeses, begin- 
ning with our own American, which 
Includes the rich cheeses well ripened 
made In Wisconsin, nre cnlled New 
York, Brick, Llmberger, Swiss, Sage, 
oilier cheeses foreign made, though 
now produced many of them In this 
• ountry are Edam, Stilton, Cheddar, 
lloquefort. Cnmemhert. Grayere, Front- 
age do Brie, Sapsngo nnd Pnnnesnn. 

For m neuron I dishes and au grutln 
dishes there Is no cheese more popn- 
lai than the Parmesan. It Is very 
hard and Is usually on the market 
grated rend.v for use. If bought In 
the. Itullun market you nre sure to get 
the real article. 

For rarebits, souffles nnd all baked 
dtHhes a rich, well-ripened cheese 
Miould Ik* used, the Wisconsin cheese, 
so-called New York. Is the best; In 
fact Is good anywhere at any time. 

Cheese should he used freely ns 
Unvor nnd as food. It Is twice ns 
nutritious pound for pound ns steak, 
with very little waste.

A FEW SEASONABLE DISHES. 

Those of us who hnve still on hand 
many kinds of flour which we like to 
continue using will en- 
joy the following: 

Spoon Corn Bread. — 
Mix one cupful of corn- 
meal with one cupful of 
milk, and one and one- 
hnlf cupfuls of boiling 
water, simmer for flve 
minutes. Remove from 
the heat, ndd n tenspoonful of salt, 
two tablespoonfuls of shortening, the 
well-beaten yolks of two eggs, then 
cool and fold In the beaten whites, 
add a teaspoonful of baking powder 
end pour Into u greased dish. Bake 
In u hot oven thirty minutes and 
serve from the dish nt once. 

Oatmeal Biscuits. — Mix and sift 
two cupfuls of ont flour with flve 
teaspodtifuls of linking powder, one- 
half teaspoonful of suit; add a table- 
spoonful of corn sirup, one egg and 
one-half cupful of milk. Drop by 
spoonfuls on greaseij pans. Bake fif- 
teen or twenty minutes In a hot oven. 

Butter Scotch Pie. — Mix together 
one cupful of maple sirup, two table- 
spoonfuls of corn starch, two egga, a 
tnblespoonful of butter, three-fourths 
of a cupful of milk, and eook in a 
double boiler until thick, ('over with 
a meringue and bake. 

Dried Peach Custard. — Take ono 
cupful of dried peaches, soak and 
stew them, mash and add three table- 
spoonfuls of sirup, the rind and Juice 
of a lemon, two eggs, cinnamon and 
nutmeg for flavoring. Save the egg 
whites for the meringue. Bake and 
cover with meringue, then brown. 

French Bread. — Mix together one 
cupful of oatmeal, two cupfuls of 
Lolling water, one cupful of comment, 
one cupful of mashed potatoes, one 
cupful of sirup, two teaspoonfuis of 
salt and n yeast cake dissolved In two 
teas|MM)iifuls of lukewarm water. Beat 
aud kuead, adding wheat flour; udd 
one cupful of raisins after the first 
rising, mold into loaves and let rise 
again. Bake In a hot oven forty-five 
minutes.

SUN PARLOR IS BIG FEATURE 
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comfort and convenience of these two 
rooms. 

A study of the floor plan will reveal 
that this bungalow has some excellent 
features In the arrangement of the 
rooms. The living room Is of good 
size. 11 feet B Inches, by 13 3 

Inches. The arrangement of the win- 
dows, two In front nnd one nt the side 
make It a light, pleasant room. En- 
trance to the sun parlor Is gained 
through a doorway nt the end. while 
there Is a colonnade between It nn<J 
the dining room. 

The latter Is of the exnct size of the 
living room, which, because of the 
colonnade opening, makes the two 
rooms practlcnlly one. 

The kitchen Is practically square, be* 
Ing 0 feet fl Inches, by 0 feet. Off It Is 
a good-sized pantry on one side and 
the stairs to the bnsement on the other. 

The two bedrooms are each 0 feet 
0 Inches, by 11 feet 3 Inches. Both 
hnve closets nnd two large windows. 

From this brief description there 
mny be gained some Idea of the com- 
fort nnd convenience this home will 
tiring to the owner.

Floors, wood work and furniture 
having been cleaned and renovated, 
walls and windows present the next 
task In spring house clennlng. Wull 
paper cleans successfully hy the eras- 
ing process, the dirt disappearing Just 
as a pencil mark does under a rubber 
eraser, but the work Is hard. A sort 
of gum or paste Is used for this work 
which can be made by the following 
recipe : 

To Clean Wall Paper. 

Take one cupful of flour, one ten- 
spoonful of salt, one tablespoonful coal 
oil, one teaspoonful muriatic acid or 
two tablcspoonfuls of vlnognr, one- 
fourth cupful of nmmonln, one-lmlf 
cupful warm water. Place the mixture 
In a double holler and stir It constantly 
until It forms n very thick paste. Turn 
It out on a floured board, und ns It Is 
worked Into a dough, the consistency 
of hrend-dough, add h few drops of 
gnsnllne, n drop nt a time. Keep the 
mixture In n wet cloth in n tin can. 
To use It pinch off a handful of the 
dough, ruh It lightly over the paper, 
working In the soiled part until the 
piece Is gritty nnd begins to crumble, 
then change to clenn. This amount will 
clean two rooms. Including the ceilings. 
The result Is a paper ns cleau ns when 
new. 

Another Way to Clean Wall Paper. 

Boll n qunrt of water. Let It get 
cold. Boll It up ngnln, when not quite 
boiling shave half a toilet-size cake of 
pure fine white soap Into It. As soon 
ns the soap Is dissolved nnd while the 
water is still nlmost but not quite boil- 
ing stir In flour slowly until the whole 
Is n thick paste. Let It cool. If the 
mixture Is not now the consistency of 
dough ndd more flour to make It so. 
Separate It Into pieces convenient to 
handle. Begin at the top of the wall 


nnd work down In long parallN 
strokes. As the mixture becomes soiled 
fold In the dirty part nnd begin again 
with a clenn surfnc*. 

Freshening Leather Chairs. 

Leather chairs will keep In good 
condition much longer If they arc occa- 
sionally wiped off with a cloth dipped 
In a very little sweet oil. 

Remove every particle of dust before 
using oil nnd see that It Ib rubbed In 
until dry, or It acts ns a dirt collector. 

Embossed leather may he cleaned 
with turpentine and polished with soft 
cheesecloth. 

Regllding Cold Chairs. 

It will not be necessary to remove 
the old gilt before applying the new. 
Wipe It off with n rag dipped In warm 
soap suds, then ruh dry with a clean 
rng to lenve the surface free from soil 
or grit when the now cont Is put on. 

There are a number of gold paints 
that come for this purpose, some very 
good, others so poor that the article 
renovated may be bright gold when 
finished, nnd then turn black within n 
few days. 

How to Wash Mirrors. 

Some persons have a difficulty In 
keeping mirrors in proper condition, 
but a soft rng dipped In alcohol nnd 
wiped over the glnss, that Is afterward 
nibbed dry, is all that Is necessary 
when the mirror nppenrs dim or 
spotted. 

For this purpose cheesecloth Is best. 

Of Horizontal Strips. 

A decidedly novel and striking 
frock recently shown Is made entirely 
of wide strips of black taffeta nnd 
ecru georgette running horizontally 
about the figure.

many questions. It was apparent 
that tho Weymouths have many 
poultry enthusiasts. Mr. Schwab 
gave most of his time to the an- 
swering of questions. 

In his remarks Mr. Graves said 
that even amateurs should keep 
only standard bred birds and that 
mongrels never gave as much sat- 
isfaction. He then went on to com- 
pare the different breeds, describ- 
ing their good qualities and their 
failings. He said that the Rhode 
Island Reds were hardy, good win- 
ter layers, good foragers, and could 
be kept at a lower cost for food 
that the Barred or the White Ply- 
mouth Rocks. On the other hand, 
the Reds, are persistent sitters, 
vary in the size of the eggs they 
lay, us well as in the color of their 
plumage, and have somewhat more 
stringy flesh than the Rocks. 

The Barred Rocks, he said are 
very hardy, are good winter layers, 
and have flesh of high quality. They 
eat a large amount of food, though, 
lay on the average a rather small 
egg, and have dark pin feathers 
which damage tile appearance of 
the flesh. The White Plymouth 
Rocks are free from dark pin feath- 
ers, of course, and their feathers 
are particularly valuable because 
white. They, however, tend to lay 
small eggs, and eat as heavily ns 
the Barred Rocks. 

It was pointed out that while the 
Wyandottes are prolific layers, have 
good flesh, and make excellent 
roasters, they are a little slow to 
mature and do not lay very large 
eggs, or eggs of a uniform color. 
Morever, their eggs are not con- 
sidered to hatch quite aR well as 
those of the other breeds mentioned. 

(n speaking of the Leghorns Mr. 
Graves said that they made good 
squab broilers, were heavy layers, 
and could be kept at a low food 
cost. They are so small, however, 
that they have but little value for 
meat when "mature, and they are 
very hard to confine. Then, too, 
they lay white eggs, which are out 
of favor in New England, and they 
do not lay well in very cold 
weather. finally they have large 
combs which are easily frozen. 
When he was conducting the Essex 
County egg laying contest, Mr. 
Graves said, he spent many nights 
going about with a vaseline can 
greasing the corubs of the Leghorns 
to keep them from freezing. 

The Light Brahmas were presen- 
ted as good meat birds, good for 
capons and good sitters, although 
clumsy and particularly persistent. 
It was stated, though, that they 
are not the best of layers, that 
t hoy are very slow to mature, and 
that the eggs hatch poorly. 

Mr. Graves also took up the se- 
lection of breeders, and brooding 
methods. He will continue to dis- 
cuss matters of this kind of great 
inportance to amateurs at the next 
meeting.

The savages, however 
declined to receive him, upon which 
his companions hung him them- 
selves in their sight. 

This execution has since been 
very famous. That the settlers of 
WessaguBset hung the real culprit 
does not admit of question, for it 
is so stated both by those who 
were present and by the Plymoutn 
authorities of the time, who were 
perfectly familiar with all the facts. 
But the humorous Mr. Thomas Mor- 
ton of Merry Mount, In the New 
English Canaan, published ip Lon- 
don in 1632, reclad the Wessagusset 
hanging of ten years previous in 
I this new and fantastic garb:

WILBUR WILLIS HOWE 

For nearly thirty yours it lias 
been my privilege and pleasure to 
know Wilbur Howe; to lovo him 
as a friend, and to admire him 
us a good soldier. It is because 
of tills long season of friendship 
which lias (ought mo so much of 
good that I offer t li is simple tribute. 
Inadequate though I feel it to be, 
it is at least sincere. Wilbur Willis 
llowe was born on October 12, 1881 
and hud spent his whole life in 
this little village of South Wey- 
mouth. When he was cjuite a young 
child, by some strange interruption 
of natures plaiiH he became physi- 
cally incapacitated for (ho active 
duties of life, although no portion 
of the cloud ever dimmed the clear 
mentality which wuh his gift at 
birth. 

He had the keen, receptive mind 
of die scholar, which he succeeded 
in developing to u high degree of 
perfection despite the fearful physi- 
cal handicap, and which, under nor- 
mal conditions, would have won for 
him a shining mark among men 
of letters. But more remarkable, 
perhaps, than this superior quality 
of inind, was the fineness of bis 
nature; the outward expression of 
which we recognized in the never 
failing cheerfulness; the pleasant 
smile of greeting; the indomitable 
will; and the persistency with which 
he "carried on” to the very hour 
of his going. That be must have 
had his darker hours of pain and 
doubt his friends can only surmise 
for no word of complaint was forth- 
coming. If ever a shadow of sad- 
ness crossed his face it waB at 
thought of another’s sorrow. Be- 
cause he bad been blessed with 
a keen sense of humor, he was 
able to laugh bis way out of dif- 
ficulties which would have discour- 
aged one of less optimistic temper- 
meat. 

I recall a conversation with him 
in the summer of 1917 when our 
boys, having heard the ringing of 
the tocsin, were preparing to go 
forth to defend America’s honor. 
He longed with every fibre of his 
being to have a part in "the great- 
est- scrap in history." While ho 
were talking, suddenly, h e burst 
into a peal of laughter, and when 


ho said, "Oh I was just picturing 
the expression on the draft board 
man’s face if I should appear before 
him. I can see myself trying to 
go “over the top" with this appara- 
tus “and he looked down at the 
faithful crutches while ho lnughcd 
long and heartily. f laughed too, 
outwardly, because I thought it was 
the kindest thing to do, but in my 
heart I felt that no braver or more 
loyal soldier ever stood at command 
than our friend Wilbur Howe. 

And now, quite suddenly, he lias 
passed from our sight,— like many 
another on the battlefield, ho too, 
has “gone West" and 1 like to 
think that in the larger and more 
perfect life which ho has entered, 
no longer hampered by physical 
limitations, kis soul will go march- 
ing on to the fulfillment of nil his 
earthly hopes and plans. 

"I have fought a good fight. 

I have finished my course. 

I have kept the faith."
